W ashington, M arch 13— (JP)—John L. Lewis, dem anding th a t bi­ 
tum inous coal op erators create a health and w elfare fund for coal 
miners, disclosed today results of a union survey of the m iner’s p osi­ 
tion under p resent w orkm en’s com p ensation laws. 
The statistics and conclusions reached in the survey were p resented 
ho the national bitum inous wage conference 
o f op erators and the U nited 
Mine W orkers by H arrison Combs, a m em ber o f the UMW legal staff. 
The dem and for a health and w elfare fund was p resented to the 
op erators y esterday by UMW P resident Lewis, along w ith eight other j 
p rop osals for the 400,000 m iners which he asked the op erators to 
bargain out before Ap ril 1. 
Lewis introduced Combs to the conference and indicated he would 
'ollow w ith additional union rep resentatives to p resent his case for 
increased p ay w ith a shorter w ork week, and im p roved p rotection 
against injuries. 
Firm , but fa r from his usual dram atic self, Lewis caught op erators 
by surp rise a t y esterday ’s op ening session of the bitum inous coal wage 
conference, a t which the industry had exp ected to h ear a concrete p ay 
boost p rop osal. 
Instead, Lewis laid down nine generalized dem ands, in which he 
said the U nited Mine W orkers w ant a p eace tim e contract adjusting 
<5»a variety o f p roblem s, including! 
‘an increase of w ages and red uc-f 
\ tion of daily and weekly w orking 1 
hours x x x.” 
A UMW sp okesm an said the
